126,000 Pupils on Part Time in 
1927 Will Be Cared For by 
Then Under Plan. 


The Board of Estimate, sitting yes- 
terday in exetutive session of the 
committee of the whole, voted to 
recommend the reservation of $41,- 
445,000 from the city’s available cor- 
porate stock fund to meet the cost 
of the Board of Education’s school 
construction program for 1928. The 
approved program includes the con- 
struction of twenty-eight new elemen- 
tary schools, three new high schools 
and extensive additions to several 
others to relieve the congestion un- 
der which they are now handicapped. 

Officials of tne Board of Educa- 
tion ‘have assured members of the 
City . Administration that, if: these 
mew schools can be ready by the end 
of 1929, the problem of part time, 
‘which for many years has menaced 
the efficiency of the public school 
system, will be virtually eliminated, 
éven’ allowing an estimated growth 
of the city’s school population for 
the current year and next year 
mounting to 50,000 pupils.’’

Courage and Fortitude Stand Out. 

Thus, through the courtesy of the Marconi superintendent, 
another small chapter has been added to the epic story gradu- 
ally being pieced together in scattered messages from the out- 
post island of Canada’s northland. 

Through it all is plainly discernible the fighting spirit of 
the two pilots of the plane, Major James Fitzmaurice, Com- 
mandant of the Irish Free State Air Forte, and Captain Her- 
mann Koehl, German flying ace, and the cool fortitude and dar- 
ing of Baron Gunther von Huenefeld, backer of the flight and 
fellow-member of the crew. 

Barrett's message to the Marconi office here reads: 

“Bremen shaft damaged but repairable. Expect leave 
Greenely Island Wednesday. Bremen had fog and snow during 
part of its flight. Took Greenely Island lighthouse for sealing 
steamer, but ascertained that it was lighthouse shortly after- 
wards and made landing on small pond. Crew were rather ex- 
hausted but quite recovered after short time.

Fitzmaurice Flies to Natashquan, Quebec.

QUEBEC, April 16.—Major Fitzmaurice, co-pilot of the 
Bremen, who left Greenely Island in a relief plane with C. A.

But Board and Delegates Back the 
President General in Opening 
Meetings at Washington,

WASHINGTON, April 16.—A plea 
for preparedmess, a denunciation of 
promoters of atheistic teaching and 
sex instruction in the public schools 
and of ‘advocates of companionate 
marriage as ‘‘absolute enemies of s0- 
ciety,””coupled with a warning to 
foreigners who would “interject de- 
structive ideas regarding home, re- 


jligion and Government,” character- 


ized the address of Mrs. Alfred J. 
Brosseau, President General of the 


American’ Revolution, at the opening 
of the. thirty-seventh Continental 
Congress here this morning. 

No. direct reference was made to 
critics of D, A. R. policies, but the 
address was taken as a justification 
of the stand of the society in urging 
national defense and opposing radi- 
cal “propaganda,’’ and was loudly 
applauded by the 4,000 delegates 
present, 

No dissension marked the first day 
of the séssions, although the atmos- 
phere was notably more tense than 
at any congress since the last gen- 
eral elections, as a result of protests 
against the so-called ‘‘blacklist’’ al- 
leged to have been circulated among 
State chapters of the D. A. R. 

Rumors that a discussion of the 
‘blacklist’? will be brought up from 
the floor, probably on Wednesday, 
following the report of the Resolu- 
tions Committee, have been current 
since the couvention opened. The 
statement issued Satu 61 by Mrs. 

oaseau, in whi she denied the 
existence of any official ‘‘blacklist,” 
was commended by the State re- 


gents and the National Board of 
Management. 


Supported by Massachusetts. 
Mrs. Helen Tufts Baillie of Massa- 
chusetts, Secretary of the ‘‘Com- 


mittee of Protest’’ which issued the 
pamphlet, ‘‘Our aa ened Heri- 
tage,”’ criticizing the D. R, State 
chantert for barring i saleinent 
American citizens fon their lecture 
platforms, was present at the open- 
ing session.

Mrs. Brosseau in her address spe- 
cifically denounced the demands of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Atheism and de- 
claréd that those who seek to depose 
the .Bible as a sacred. book in the 
public. schools, as. well as those who 
advotate “loosening the sacred mar- 
riagé& ties,’ are jeopardizing the 
tranquillity of existence and the sta- 
bility of law.

Warns Against “Smoke Screen.’’

cally. ‘Rather than submit to these 
dangers‘ they resorted to the war 
which gave them independence. 

What they were contending for 
‘was primarily the rights of the in- 
dividual, the security of life, of lib- 
erty and of property. They wished 
him to be provided with an assur- 
ance of justice near his own home 
and to be protected from all un- 
reasonable impositions by the hand 
of authority. They sought to make 
him free to manage his own af- 
fairs, whether they were economic, 
— or religious. This wasthe 

eaviest ne oe emagye A that was 
ever undertaken by any people in 
the world. But they knew, as we 
know, that there is no other foun- 
dation on which liberty and equar 
ity can rest. 

The history of the past 150 years 
has demonstrated that so far our 
country has been able to discha 
this responsibility. At certain 
times and in certain places we 
have been neglectful of it, and the 
power of self-government, instead 
of being retained by the people, 
has been exercised by those who 
were serving their own private in- 
terest rather than the public wel- 
fare. But the people have always 
aroused themselves and recaptured 
the control of their own affairs. 
Sometimes they have been tempted 
by. specious presentations to believe 
that in some way they could live 
off the Government and get some- 
thing for nothing, without havi 
to make compensation throu 
their labor or their loss of freedom. 

It is the righteous duty of so- 
ciety to assist the disproportion- 
ately weak and afflicted. That is 
the meaning of charity. The same 
duty requires the protection of the 
individual against crime and 
wrongdoing. That is the meanin 
of security. But the average run o 
the ople must be personally re- 
sponsible for their own affairs and 
their own success. Under our in- 
stitutions they cannot evade this 
duty by attempting to shift it upon 
the Government, for they are them- 
selves. the , Government. Unless 
they discharge this obligation them- 
selves, there is no one that can 
discharge ‘it for them. To at- 
tempt any other method is to deny 
that the principle of freedom, 
equality and self-government is 
sound.

But Member of Law Firm Tells 
Court That Runners Were Not

Formér “Supreme “Court Justice 
Humphrey J. Lynch of Westchester 
County testified again yesterday in 
the “‘ambulance chasing’’ inquiry. be- 
fore Supreme.Court, Justice, Wasser- 
vogel. 
most of the testimony given by Ber- 
nard M. Wood, former employe, ex- 
cept Wood’s testimony that he was 
employed on a percentage basis to 
solicit accident cases. 

Mr. Lynch said he as attorney 
was to receive 10 or 12 per cent. of 
the gross fees for cases taken over 
by Stephen A. Machcinsky, another 
lawyer, who had a negligence prac- 
tice; that this amounted to about 
$5,200, and that for cases he tried 
later from his own office at 46 Ce- 
dar Street he had received about 
$100,000. 


Says Wood —.emanded Money. 


He recalled receiving a letter from 
Wood demanding a share of his fees 
for a case which brought a $50,000 
verdict. Isidor Kresel, special prose- 
cutor, asked what he had done about 
the demand and Mr. Lynch replied 
that he had done nothing. He said 
Wood had gone to his opponent in the 
1927 judicial campaign and offered 
to make public the accusations he 
has made in the present inquiry, but 
the offer was rejected. 


Justice Williom F. Bleakley of ‘Yon- 
kers was Mr. Lynch’s opponent, but 
the witness did not name him. He 
said that Justice Bleakley had told 
him last Sunday that Wood had vis- 
ited him three times and that his 
charges were the subject of comment 
during the camnvaign, although they 
were not published. 

Mr. Lynch declared that he saw 
‘nothing wrong in hiring a man 
whose sous uaintances might be ex- 

ected to bring in business.’’ Wood 
ntroduced him to friends who need- 
ed lawyers and brought them _ to 
court to listen to him try cases, Mr. 
Lynch said. 

At the conclusion of his testimony 
he asked Justice Wasservogel for 

ermission to examine witnesses he- 

ore the conclusion of the hearings, 
but this was not granted. 

Mr. Lynch said last night that he 
regretted his name had been brought 
into the case, but that he welcomed 
the opportunity to make clear his 
ay as trial counsel. He said 

e had been engaged in practice as 
trial counsel, mostly for other law- 
yers, for more than fifteen years, 
and hed tried more than 1,200 cases 
of all kinds, of which only a small 
percentage had been negligence 
cases. 

Mr. Kresel next called David M. 
Fink of the law firm of Fink & 
Frank, 27 West Ejighty-sixth Strect. 
Mr. Fink denied that he or his firm 
had ever employed ‘‘runners.’”’ Fer-

ALBANY, April 16.—During March 
168 industrial workers, 24 more than 
in February, were killed in their 
regular occupations, according to 
James A. Hamilton, State Industrial 
Commissioner, who issued a state- 
ment today, based on preliminary re- 
ports to the department. 

One hundred and two of the work- 
ers killed left as dependents 93 wid- 
ows, 118 children and 8 parents. Nine 
workers left no dependents. In three 
cases a wi and more than four 
children were left dependents.

Five women and two children were 
among the workers who died. Two 
fell, one was blown in front of a 
motor truck, and another. died from 
an infection "following a cut received 
from a si piece of paper.

The domestic difficulties of sub- 
urhia give rise to the many problems 
which confront ‘the innocent’ theatre- 
goer, if there. be such a one, who 
suddenly finds himself at the Forty- 
ninth Street Theatre these evenings. 
Specifically it is the doubtless perti- 
nent question of keeping servants on 
Staten Island which acts as a fuse 
to set off the fireworks of a silly 
and somewhat less than coherent 
play. “A Lady For a Night’’ ‘is an- 
other of those minor offenders which 
seeks to apologize shamefacedly for 
its misdeeds by. .setting. forth the 
excuse in the last few minuutes that 
the whole thing was a. dream. 

As exhibited last night, ‘‘A Lady 
For a Night’’' bore evidences. of con- 
siderable revision and touching up. 
By telegraph its‘ author; Hutcheson 
Boyd, acknowledges his indebtedness 
to John .Meehan for a. contribution 
to the Madr that is not quite ap- 
parent, and there was chatter of the 
dream’ ending having been .substitut- 
ed within the last four days. As it 
stands, then, the play is areer much 
a mess, and rather an annoy ng one 
at that. 

It is annoying ‘because it presents 
not one logical reason for. its; stra- 
bismic happenings. What Mr. Boyd 
may have tintended to write was a 
burlesque of mystery piays—certain- 
ly. the second’ act indicates that—but 
what he-.has. been achieved. in -pro- 
duction rambles aimlessly on.and on 


alibi to let the final curtain fall. 
Earlier versions were said to‘ have 
contained’ some amusing ‘scenés; the 
one ‘on ‘view possesses only vestigial 
traces of them. 

Esther Howard, a late entrant’ in- 
to the cast, played well enough with 
the aid.of prompter, although she 
seemed hent on giving the exhibit a 
cryptic, enigmatic quality which it 
did not otherwise possess. And, all 
things considered, Robert Barrat 
was above the average as the most 
lunatic’ inhabitant of the play, an- 
other of whose members. was Alden 
Gay, the Saint Joan of the Actors’ 
Equity Association.

Thea- 
tre Owners’ Chamber of Commerce, 
celebrated Mr. Sapiro’s entrance into 
the movie industry as leader of the 
independent exhibitors. Mr. Sapiro, 
better known for his $1,000,000 libel 
suit against Henry Ford, recently 
organized the Motion Picture Exhibi- 
tors’ Association of New York, a co- 
operative. 

Describing the comfort with which 
entire families may sit at home and 
ig | listen to a radio entertainment of the 
first order, ‘‘all paid for by a manu- 
facturer. who wants his name men- 
tioned three or four timés during the 
evening,” Mr. Sapiro said that the 
“struggle of the eye against the ear’’ 
‘was now in progress,” with the cur- 
rent advantage in favor of the ear, 
because it gets fine entertainment at 
no cost.”” He further said: 

“This competition can be met in 
only one way.. The exhibitors must 
not waste their time in talking and 
complaining. They must get together 
—exhibitors of all kinds—and see that 
the entertainment they provide for 
the public justifies itself by interest 
and quality. The exhibitor has his 
hand on the-pulse.of.the.public, and 
it_is for the.good of the public, as 
well as that of the entire industry, 
that he pias have ces to say 
about the and quality of ‘the 
pictures he Pauned to. show to the 
public. This organization of exhibi-

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NOW THE TURN OF SCIENCE. 


The crossing of the Atlantic from 
east to west was more than a 
triumph of human courage and en- 
durance. It: was also a grcat scien- 
tific experiment, When the fliers 
report their experiences and reveal 
in terms of wind, fog, sleet and tem- 
perature how it was that they con- 
quered where herpic predecessors 
sacrificed , lives we shall know 
more.of the task that confronts the 
scientist in making the air safe for 
transatlantic flying in both direc- 
tions at all seasons of the year. We 
need a better system of weather 
forecasting and a nicer adaptation 
of navigational principles to the 
needs of the flier. | 

If meteorology has thus far proved 
inadequate it is because it has been 
systematically studied for scarcely 
more than a century. We must send 
forth more scientific expeditions like 
that which Professor Hopss of the 
University of Michigan led to the 
Greenland icecap for the sole pur- 
pose of studying the polar origin of 
north temperate weather; conduct 
more explorations of the upper air 
with mechanical hands and senses 
that rise in free balloons to heights 
of fifteen miles and more and write 
the story of what they experienced 
in dispassionate graphs full of mean- 
ing to the scientist, and encourage 
more study of the sun’s activities 
and their effect on our atmosphere. 
A. stupendous undertaking confronts 
physicists and meteorologists, one 
which calls for international coop- 
eration, one in which the finest 
acientific minds must be enlisted. 

The engineer has done his work 
well, His machines are capable of 
sustained flights of more than fifty 
hours’ duration. According to a 
mathematical study in the Comptes 
Rendus of the French Academy of 
Sciences, 5,000 miles is the longest 
voyage that can be undertaken by 
an airplane with a single load of 
fuel—a range more than ample for 
all practical purposes. In a word, 
the mechanism of transatlantic fly- 
ing has been perfected. To accumu- 
late the scientific facts that will 
enable us to. make the most.of what 
the engineer has given us requires 
the thorough: coordination of half a 
dozen services, It means the stra- 
tegic location ‘of radio beacons to 
send out signals that will guide the 
manipulator of a radio compass in 
the air as surely as the flashes of a 
lighthouse warn the mariner of 
proximity to a rocky coast; it means 
brilliantly lighted landing stations 
along the coast between the Arctic 
and Antarctic circles; it means the 
plotting in» midair, of «atmospheric 
conditions wirelessed from liners, 
land stations.and, special meteoro- 
logical patrol vessels. Never must 
the air pilot. be left in ignorance of 
what lies before’ him: “Detour 500

The estimate of the sale 
of stamp taxes on the transfer of 
securities was exceeded by no less 
than $7,500,000. But: it was,-as has 
callously been said in England, the 
death of millionaires that contrib- 
uted most to the good fortune of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
“ death duties” ran beyond the esti- 


o.|mate to the amount of no less than 


$47,500,000, or 14 per cent. of the 
total. Income taxes were also higher 
than were expected, though the now 
fading excess profits tax yielded 
only a little over ‘one-quarter of 
what was estimated in the budget: 
The wonder is that with such a wide 
variation in detail from the esti- 
mates of the experts the total 
should have come out so near their 
calculation. 

Mr. CHURCHILL can do. nothing 


“| with his surplus except to apply it to 


the reduction of the national debt. 
During the three years of his Chan- 
zellorship the public. debt has been 
redeemed to the amount of $605,- 
000,000. While these figures do- not 
compare with the American for the 
same period, they are creditable and 
encouraging in view of the excep- 
tional financial difficulties under 
which the British Treasury has been 
laboring. Mr. CHURCHILL will soon 
present to Parliament his budget 
for 1928-29. The high point. of in- 
terest in it will be any possibility 
which he discloses of reducing taxa- 
tion. On that subject he has not 
been at all enthusiastic. In fact, he 
has plainly said that it would be 
absurd to expect another reduction 
in the income tax. But he has held 
out hopes of doing something to 
lower local taxes, and perhaps some 
others. With the prestige which he 
has now acquired by having come 
out with a surplus in his hands, he 
will be in a position to get a better 
hearing for whatever fiscal plans he 
may bring forward. 


THE SOCIALIST PARTY. 


Anticipating by nearly two months 
the national conventions of the two 
major parties, the Socialists. have 
enunciated their principles and nomi- 
nated their candidates. It will be the 
first campaign since 1912 in which 
the party will be able to gauge its 
inherent strength. The. years hbe- 
tween have been complicated by 
issues arising out of the war, the 
Left. Wing secession to form the 
Communist Party, and the 1924 flir- 
tation with Senator LA FOLLETTE. 
An important additional factor is 
the disappearance from the scene of 
EUGENE VY. Dress, whose strength at 
the polls was always far ahead of 
that of his party. 

The Socialists polled less than 
100,000 votes for their national ticket 
with Dress in 1900.. Under the same 
leader they more than quadrupled 
that vote in 1904, made a slight 
gain in the following campaign and 
again doubled in 1912, when Degs 
received 897,000 votes. He was not 
the candidate in 1916. This fact, 
coupled with the first repercussions 
of the war, will account for the 


slump to 685,000 votes in that year. 


In 1920 DeBs was again the stand- 
ard bearer and established the 
Socialist high-water mark of very 
nearly 920,000 votes. The Socialist 
vote of 1924 cannot be exactly cal- 
culated because of the La Follette 
candidacy.. In California, for in- 
stance, the entire La Follette vote, 
Progressive and Socialist, was reg- 
istered under the Socialist emblem.

CANADA MOVES WARILY. 

Publication of the official corre- 
spondence between Canada and the 
United States regarding the, pro- 
posed “St. Lawrence waterway im- 
provement shows progress, at least 
by way of clearing the ground for 
further negotiations. The Canadian 
National Advisory Committee has 
followed the lead of the American 
commission in declaring the project 
to be feasibie. Minister MASSEY -on- 
cedes that it would “prove of ad- 
“ vantage to Canadian commerce and 
“industry.” For the first time the 
two countries came to grips on the 
delicate question of a proper division 
of costs. Canada wishes to be given 
credit for her considerable expendi- 
tures-on the Welland Canal, and 
suggests that the United States un- 
dertake. the. development of the in- 
ternational section of the river, both 
for naviyation and power. Secre- 
tary KELLOGG is not able to accept 
Mr. Massey’s schedule in all details, 
but admits that it is sound in prin- 
ciple and serviceable as a basis for 
negotiation. 

It is clear, however, from. the 
whole trend of the correspondence 
that the present Government in Can- 
ada is in no hurry to push the mat- 
ter forward. The engineers are still 
in disagreement about some features 
of the plan. Mr. MASSEY speaks of 
“ financial and economic difficulties.” 
Canada has recently had to reach 
deep into her pocket for railroad ard 
harbor improvements. She is in- 
clined to fee: that most of the bene- 
fits of a deeper waterway would ac- 
crue to the United States. There 
are - constitutional difficulties also, 
and provincial disputes to be re- 
solved. Canada does not want to be 
hurried. As Mr. KING; Prime Minis- 
ter, said in the Dominion House of 
Commons the other day: 

We have felt we should proceed 
with the preliminary negotiations 
with.the utmost caution; not with 
haste, nor with undue delay, but to 
make progress in. the light of the 
importance of the project and in a 
way which will enable public opin- 
ion gradually to formulate and ex- 
press itself. 

There are other reasons why the 
Liberal Government at Ottawa is 
disposed to move cautiously. The 
Province of Quebec is the centre of 
the opposition to the waterway proj- 
ect. Montreal shipping interests have 
always feared trade might pass its 
harbor by. There is also some senti- 
ment for developing the waterway 
as an all-Canadian project. That 
feeling has its counterpart on this 
side of the river in the agitation for 
the so-called “all-American” c-~al. 
We may hear more of this isste in 
the coming campaign, particularly 
should it chance to be fought out 
between Governor SMITH and Sec- 
retary Hoover, champion; of the 
rival plans. 


GLORY ENOUGH FOR ALL. 


In paying homage to COSTES and 
LEBRIX the French Government and 
people do not fail in a sense of pro- 
portion. Their feat in spanning so 
large a part of the globe will rank 
with the great exploits of the air. 
Germany and the Irish Free State 
have just had their names affixed 
high upon the scroll of aviation fame 
with those of Italy, Great Britain and 
the United States, and there is a 
gesture of comradeship in the frater- 
nity of eagles which France is mak- 
ing in doing fit honor to Costes and 
LEBRIX. DE PINEDO made one of the 
world’s greatest flights, HAWKER, 
BROWN and ALCOCK were among 
those long ago to set the name of 
England in the top lists of aviation. 
LINDBERGH, BYRD, CHAMBERLIN, LE- 
VINE, MAITLAND, HEGENBERGER and 
many others have qualified for the 
exalted company of the WRIGHT 
brothers, South America long ago 
entered the royal family of aviation 
with SANTOS-DUMONT. 

While each nation may wear with 
pride its own collection of laurel 
there is adequate reason for the pop- 
ular demonstration in France in 
favor of CosTes and Lesrix. Their 
flight from Japan to Paris in an in- 
credibly brief space of time would 
have seemed a miracle to MARCO 
Poo, toiling for months back to 
Genoa from Cathay. It was so rapid 
that, as the fliers said, they did not 
have time to change their. shirts. 
Except for the liner they used to 
cross the Pacific from the United 
States to Japan, and the motor which 
took them from Paris to where M. 
DOUMERGUE waited to honor them at 
Rambouillet, they looked down upon 
the earth’s great spaces as the eagle 
looks down. In a period crowded 
with amazing air achievements the 
feat of COSTES and LEBRIX, which 
would have stunned mankind five 
years ago, is greeted with what may 
seem casual approval in this age of 
wonders. But ‘from a practical 
standpoint they have blazed a feasi- 
ble passenger trail, and man, on the 
threshold of the time when the boun- 
daries of earth will shrink before the 
whirl of his propellers, will in due 
course appraist their exploit as wor- 
thy of a great niche in the pantheon 
of aviation. 

The Atlantic having been con- 
quered.in both directions, remarks 
the English press, airmen should 
now devote more time to charting 
the reasonable routes demanded by 
Civilization: .In such an endeavor 
Costes and LEBRIX may play a great 


part.

“The worst storm in thirty years’’— 
and what monarch of the bridge has 
not reported it—is due to too much 
ethereal music, talk and code. 

Let’s see. What are radio waves? 
Light—but light that we cannot see. 
Whoever heard of light creating a 
tempest? To be sure, the sun is held 
responsible for some of our weather. 
Combine all the energy of all our 
radio stations, multiply it by thou- 
sands, and the sun would still reign 
as the supreme disturber of the ether. 
Even if we accept this new contribu- 
tion of meteorology at its face value, 
the effect of our broadcasting and 
other radio stations must be negli- 
gible in comparison. 

And what of lightning? Whenever 
it flashes in distant India, it sends 
out waves precisely like those of our 
great transoceanic stations—waves 
that sometimes circle half around the 
earth. They, too, must affect the 
weather if this new principle is cor- 
rect, According to Brooks, an au- 
thoritative meteorologist, there are

16,000,000 electric storms in a year 


over the earth as a whole. Averagin> 
the number of flashes that occur in 
a single storm, he estimates that 
there are 100 a second. Each flash 
has a potential of 50,000,000 volts, ac- 
cording to.a calculation once. made 
by SrernMetz. Man never could util- 
ize the ether on this scale.

A USEFUL INSTITUTION. 


More Reasons Why New York iIn- 
firmary Should Be Maintained. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the wide discussion and regret 
called forth by the proposal to close 
the New York Infirmary for Women 
and Children, it must be borne in 
mind not only that the hospital work 
here done is of a high grade but 
that there are still very few places 
where women can have adequate hos- 
pital training. There are also two 
features of its work which might be 
especially emphasized at this time. 

I would first refer to the Olivia 
School of Practical Nursing. There 
igs a widespread feeling in the pro- 
fession that the training of nurses 
in many of our hospitals has become 
needlessly long and_ theoretical. 
Hence the urgent call for practically 
trained women who can fulfill every 
need in most cases of illness. The 
one-year course in bedside nursing 
given by the infirmary fills a wide 
need, and its close would mean a 
great loss. 

Another valuable feature of the in- 
firmary is the operation of what is 
called its Out Practice Department. 
This. means that many. patients are 
treated in their homes by a visiting 
physician and nurse. This lessens 
the stay in the hospital, which is 
always desirable when proper atten- 
tion can be given in the home. To 
people of moderate means the ex- 
pense of medical treatment is fre- 
quently almost prohibitive. Modern 
scientific medicine functions largely 
for the millionaire and the pauper; 
and the infirmary deserves great 
credit for making efforts to ease the 
burden along the lines here noted. 
These two features alone would make 
it worth while for this excellent in- 
stitution to carry on. 

In its early history it combined a 
medical college with the hospital, 
and it took an advanced position in 
medical education. It then required 
a preliminary examination. for en- 
trance with a three-year graded 
course, while at the same time the 
men’s. medical colleges were mere 
proprietary schools with a two-years’ 
course. I was a member of the Fac- 
ulty which-included Dr. Emily Black- 
well, Dr. Mary Putnam Jacobi, Dr. 
Cushier and other brilliant women 
who were in the van.in the strug- 
gle for advanced opportunities for 
women. 

An institution with this background 


and with present and future

M.., Statler, founder and owner 
of the Statler chain of seven hotels 
throughout the East, died of double 
pneumonia at 6:05 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the Hotel Pennsylvania, 
where he lived. He was 64 years old. 
From a bellboy at the age of 13 he 
had risen to proprietor of a hotel 
unit described by his associates as 
the largest owned by an individual. 

Mr, Statler was stricken with in- 
testinal influenza two weeks ago, a 
week after he had returned from the 
Seuth. Last Saturday he developed 
double pneumonia. Dr. J. Darwin 
Nagel, Pennsylvania Hotel house 
Physician and for many years Mr. 
Statler’s personal physician, called 
in Dr. Samuel W. Lambert for con- 
sultation, Mr. Statler’s condition 
grew steadily worse until the end. 

With him when be died were his 
wife, Mrs. Alice Seidler Statler, who 
for eleven years had been his secre- 
tary —— at Pey were married on 
April 30 his son, Milton H. 
Statler, "aires ears old. His other son, 
Ellsworth Milton Statler Jr., 13, and 
his daughter, Hiva, 17, were sum- 
mone from schools respectively in 
New Jersey and Gonnecticut.

First Job in Glass Factory. 


Elisworth Milton Statler was born 
in Somerset County, Pa., on Oct. 26, 
1863, the son of William Jackson and 
Mary A. (McKinney) Statler. His 
father was a German Reformed 
preacher and farmer. Helping to 
support a large family, he got his 
first job at a glass factory in Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. He had to tend the 
“glory hole,” a furnace similar to 
the kiln in pottery works. Only 9 
years old, he continued to endure a 
daily roasting before that furnace, 
earning first 50, later 90 cents a day. 

He left his first job to become a 
bellboy at the eClure House in 
Wheeling, and there made his hotel 
contact, which he continued with 
such success in later years. There 
also he began to rolish self by his 
close observance of the manners of 
hotel patrons and by his contact 
with Tom Duffy, the bartender. Duffy 
helped zoe Statler daily to im- 
prove his English, as, for instance, 
when Statler told Duffy an incident 
in his life, and then said: 

“T seen it wasn’t right,’’ 

‘Never say, ‘I seen,’ corrected the 
bartender. ‘“‘Say, ‘I That’s 
English.”’

DIES IN HOTEL FIRE 
AT ATLANTIC CITY 


C. G. Koeverts of Brooklyn 
Perishes as His Fiancee Faints 
Trying to Save Him. 


18 HURT, 43 ARE RESCUED 


Jersey City Man and Daughter 
' Injured In Leaps. Into Nets— 
$200,000 Loss Reported.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 16.— 
Firemen were still searching the 
débris of the partly destroyed Iro- 
quois Hotel this evening in a check- 
up of guests and others who might 
have perished in this morning’s fire, 
despite the report by the hotel man- 
agement that all had escaped. One 
man was known to have lost his life, 
while eighteen, including eight fire- 
men, were injured. There were 
forty-three rescued, according to 
Fire Chief Daniel Johnson. The loss 
was estimated at about $200,000. 

When the fire started. about 6:30 
A. M. ninety-eight guests were in the 
hotel, most of them asleep, and for 
a time it was feared that’ several 
had not. escaped. R. L. Queen and 
E. S. Queen, the leasees and mana- 
gers of the building, however, said 
every one had either walked out or 
been rescued by the police and fire- 
men. The brothers said they were 
amen the last to leave the building. 

Mrs. Katherine Risel, 30 years old, 
of Brookline, Pa., was sent to the 
City Hospital in & serious condition 
as the result of burns about the face 
and body. ‘Mrs. Risel was burned 
in rescuing her 3-year-old son, Rob- 
ert, who was convalescing from an 
injury and was unable to walk. Mrs. 
Rise!’ carried him in safety through 
the flames to the street. 

The dead man, whose body was 
found in a room on the fourth floor, 
was identified tonight at the under- 
taking -parlors of J. Bunker Blum 
ee Mortimer M. Bogue of 4,525 

th Street, Flushing, Queens, as 
Cornelius G. Koeverts, 60 years old, 
an engraver of Putnam Avenue, 
Brooklyn. Mrs. Bogue is a: daughter 
of Mrs. Emma Platt, who occupied 
a roo madjoining Koevert’s and who 
fainted while trying to rescue the 
man. She was saved by firemen. 
Mrs. Platt, now in the City Hos- 
pital suffering from burns, was en- 
gaged to be married to Koeverts, 
and the two made the trip here to- 

ether. When Mrs. Bogue heard of 


he fire she took the first train to 
Atlantic City. 


Two Hurt-in Leap Into Fire Net. 


Several persons on the upper floors 
of the seven-story structure found 
their escape cut off by the flames 
and were lowered to safety from the 
roof by firemen with long ropes.

CONNECTICUT TAX UPHELD. 


Supreme ‘Ccurt- Sustains Levy on 
Stocks Held Outside State.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—In an 
opinion by Chief Justice ‘Taft the Su- 
preme.

CHICAGO, April 16.—Final steps to 
clear up the large debts of the late 
J. Ogden Armour were announced 
today. Negotiations have been prac- 
tically completed for the sale of 600,- 
000. shares of Class B stock of 
Armour & Co. to Arthur W. Cutten, 
who recently has been credited with 
large stock market profits. 

The stock was part of Mr. Armour’s 
holdings and was pledged with other 


securities to secure a debt of around 
cy 000,000 whiche Mr. Armour owed 
o the’ company. Mr. Cutten is said 
e have taken an option to buy the 
block of stock at $6.50 a share, which 
would yield about $3,900,000 to the 
company. The market price yester- 
day was between $9 and $9.50 a 
share. 

‘It is expected the settlement of 
the Armour obligations to Armour & 
Co., when finally arranged, will en- 
hance our hey game capital by a sub- 
stantial sum,’’ esident F. Edson 
White said tonight. “‘At the moment 
it is not possible to state just how 
much is involved. Negotiations have 
been under way for some weeks and 
poem are rapidly nearing a conclu- 
sion.’ 

It is understood the sale of securi- 
ties pledged by Mr. Armour has been 
agreed to by Mrs. Armour’and her 
daughter, Mrs. John J. Mitchell. 
This arrangement would obviate a 
formal foreclosure action. 

After the sale to Mr. Cutten, it is 
said, the company will still hold 
nearly 700,000 shares of Class A 
stock and around 400,000 shares of 
Class B stock. The Class A shares 
sold today around $14 a share. 

The par value of both the Class A 
and Class B shares is $25, and there 
are 2,000,000 shares of each. At the 
time of the reorganization of Armour 
& Co., in 1922, Mr. Armour owned 
about 70 per cent. of both issues. 
Considerable blocks of both issues 
‘were marketed and the proceeds ap- 
plied to his debts. 

The present settlement is made 
possible by the clearing up of claims 
against e Armour estate by the 
Sutter Basin Company.

Plans for the erection of a new 
plant and expansion of existing facil- 
ities of the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration of Paterson, N. J., involv- 
ing an expenditure of more than 
$3,500,000, were announced yester- 
day by Guy Vaughan, Vice President 
of the organization.
